It  was  reinspiring,  after 
brief  talks,  to  look  Into  the  faces  of  a  'arge 
company  of  Bro.  Carter's  large  family,  and  to 
hear  them  sing  of  faith  and  love.  Bro.  Bailey 
on  the  line  of  Social  Service,  gave  us  some  eye- 
openers  on  Prohibition  and  Ministerial  Re'iof. 
His  work  calls  for  the  co-operation  of  everyone 
who  Is  an  advocate  for  better  homes,  better 
communities,  a  better  citizenship  and  churches 
that  would  be  citadel  proof  against  all  Immor¬ 
alities.

MIIAT  AN  ADEQUATE  ENDOWMENT  WOULD 
DO  FOB  IIAITIHT  EDUCATION  IN 
MISSISSIPPI 

First — We  could  pay  our  teachers  a  living 
wage,  which  would  be  more  commensurate  with 
Ihe  service  which  they  render.  By  so  doing,  we 
world  lie  able  to  secure  and  hold  the  beat 
teachers  In  the  country.  Hardly  a  year  passes 
that  we  do  not  lose  some  of  our  choicest  In- 
Vructor*  from  onr  schools  and  colleges,  simply 
because  they  find  much  more  adequate  com- 
pensatlon  elsewhere. 

Second  An  adequate  endowment  would  en¬ 
able  us  to  meet  any  educational  standard  which, 
wc,  us  BaptEts.  wanted  to  meet.  The  time  ■» 
almost  on  us.  It  seems  to  me.  when  we  must 
either  accept  the  present  standards  and  stand¬ 
ardizing  agency,  and  meet  them,  or  elae  se' 
up  standards  of  our  own.  In  any  event,  we  most 
have,  at  least  one  half  million  dollars  endow¬ 
ment  for  each  of  our  senior'  colleges,  and  we 
ought  tnhave  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  en¬ 
dowment  for  our  Junior  college.  Baptists  have 
never  taken  second  place  In  any  procession,  and. 
I.  for  my  part,  am  unw  lllng  for  them  to  begin 
at  this  'ate  day. 

Third  An  adequate  endowment  would'  en¬ 
able  our  colleges  to  decrease  their  tuition  and 
fee*  to  a  minimum.  It  Is  Imperative  that  this 
he  done.  We  are  losing  some  of  our  choicest 
-young  men  and  young  women,  because  appar¬ 
ently  they  can  go  elsewhere  cheaper.  This  Is 
usually  a  delusion.  It  often  ^happens  that  when 
the  yesr  Is  over,  they  have  spent  more  than 
they  would  have,  had  they  gone  to  their  own 
instltut  ons  But  we  ought  to  fix  It  so  that  there 
-could  he  no  doubt  about  It.  We  ought  to  make  It 
possible  for  our  boys  and  girls  to  go  to  our  own 
schools  with  Ip**  expense  than  they  could  go 
elsewhere. 

Here  Is  how  essl'y  we  cou'd  endow  our  col¬ 
leges—  ldt.000  Baptists  giving  but  $20  apiece 
could  create  an  endowment  of  $2,000,000  which 
would  stabilise  our  Institutions  for  years  to 
come:  or  SO.OoO  Baptists  g  vlng  $40  apiece 
could  do  the  same  thing:  or  20,000  Baptists 
giving  $100  apiece  would  bring  about  the  glor¬ 
ious  result:  or  even  2,000  Baptists  giving  $1000 
•  ;i  h  woo  d  do  It.  My  prayer  Is.  that  somehow. 
God  wl'l  lead  his  people  to  do  this  and  that 
right  speed  ly.  More  as  the  spirit  moves  you, 
my  brethren  and  a  sters  In  the  Faith.  Your  sec¬ 
retary  willing  to  give,  and  he  1,  also  willing 
to  receive.

Whereas,  a  new  rationalism  which,  in  the 
name  of  the  "Christian  consciousness"  and  the 
Spirit's  illumination  of  the  student  today,  re- 
pi  cts  the  "external  authority"  of  the  Scriptures 
and  exalts  the  individual  opinion  a^pinst  the 
obvious  and  gcuera'ly  understood  teachings  of 
God's  Worcl,  is  now  becoming  dominant  In  the 
educational  institutions  of  America,  both  theo- 
1<  cica’  ami  otherwise:  therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  the  North  Mississippi  Conference 
In  annual  session  asemhled  at  Amory,  Miss.,  on 
this  20th  day  of  November,  1921,  ttiat  we  mem¬ 
orialize  the  approaching  genera!  conference  ot

SANCTIFY  YOl  I  (SELVES 
:There  is  hardly  any  subject  in  the  Bible 
which  is  in  more  need  ot  earnest  study  and 
faithful  presiding  than  that  o(  sanctification, 
true  for  two  reasons;  first,  because  it  is 
and'earaestly  sought  and  urged  in  the 
hi^rlptures.  and  second,  because  it  is  much  a- 
hf^ed  and  misrepresented  in  the  teaching  and 
pouching  of  many  who  undertake  to  set  It 

fifth  and  lead  the  people  into  it. 
i  IFrom  many  places  comes  the  cry  that  the 
il^iy  Rollers  are  taking  the  country  and  mis- 
lOSding  the  people.  And  there  are  two  reasons 
Jj  i  (of  this.  One  is  that  the  people  are  genuinely 
H  interested  in  it  and  in  the  depth  of  their  souls 
f||  thieve  that  sanctification  is  a  Bible  doctrine 
j|l  a  part  of  the  normal  and  true  Christian 
i>erience.  Somehow  the  people  believe  that 
|  Is  in  the  Bible,  that  it  ought  to  be  preached 
awl  it  ought  to  be  sought  after.  The  other  rea- 
j||  *<ty  the  people  are  going  astray  Is  that  our 
II  Pfftora  who  ought  to  kuow  what  the  Bible 
1  tMches  on  this  'subject  are  ignoring  it.  and  tn- 
sfcftul  of  studying  the  Bible  and  teaching  the 
H  trOth  to  the  people,  they  are  simply  assuming 
.a  tjegative  attitude  of  opposing  what  somebody, 
j i-'fft  is  teaching.  It  is  all  right  to  oppose  and 
jilfc  Wpjose  false  doctrine,  but  the  best  way  to  do  it 
iS'jto  preach  the  truth  itself.  Perhaps  it  was 
|j  Dfi  Oambrell  who  said  the  way  to  prove  a  stick 
;  is;  booked  is  to  put  a  straight  stick  along  by 
i  j  tllnslde  of  It.  This  we  can  do  by  preaching  what 
itiu  Bible  teaches  on  this  subject  and  then  live 
!  bdijter  lives  than  those  we  oppose.  The  best 
|  |  I'fUof  of  the  value  of  a  doctrine  Is  the  kind  of 
|lt*|  it  enables  us  to  live. 

j  Our  word  sanctify  means  literally  to  make 
]§h«r.  So  the  doctrine  of  sanctification  and  the 
•jj  :<lacjirine  of  ho'lness  are  practically  the  same.. 
P|RiU  the  word  Is  -used  In  two  senses  In  the  Bible 
|a  ml  In  common  speech.  To  sanctify  or  make 
aT.oJy  may  mean  to  change  the  character  ot  a 
tiling  till  that  which  was  once  common  or  sin- 
,'f'ii  now  is  in  its  nature  in  accord  w  th  the  holy 
rbktycter  of  God.  Or  the  word  may  mean  and 
||do|8  mean  changing  not  the  character  of  a  tying 
*iijjtn  j  itself,  but  Its  relationship  to  God  and  so 
OUT  estimate  of  it  and  attitude  toward  It.  A 
j  .jit  lift  g  is  sanctified  or  holy  when  It  is  dedicated 
Hftdf.|*od,  when  It  belongs  to  Kim  and  to  be  used 
'  forf ,lllm  and  by  Him.  In  this  sense  Peter  says. 

‘  “Wi  are  a  holy  nation,  a  people  for  God's  own 
(Not  ■  peculiar  people). 

|*he  nature  of  a  thing  Is  not  necessarily 
chgnged  by  this  trat  Its  use  and  ownership  havs 
changed  and' are  flow  different  The  vessels  and" 
^af^nent*  and  everything  used  about  the  taber- 
flaelp  and  later  ahoiit  the  temple  still  remained 
gr.ld  or  linen  last  as  they  were  before,  but 
\Jh*y  were  dedicated  to  Qnd  and  ware  to  he  used 
txaluslrely  In  His  service.  8o  they  were  holy 


or  sanctified.  This  act  of  sanctification  waa  In¬ 
stant  and  complete.  It  was  done  once  for  all; 
could  not  be  improved  upon  and  need  not  be 
repeated.  It  is  In  this  sense  that  Paul  says.  Rom. 
12:1,  “Present  your  bodies  unto  God,  holy  and 
well  pleasing  unto  Him’’.  The  holiness  here 
attained  is  one  which  is  instanteous  and  com¬ 
plete,  never  to  be  recalled  and  never  needing 
to  be  repeated.  The  person  or  thing  thus  given 
to  God  is  devoted,  that  Is  given  to  Him  by  a 
vow. 

That  the  word  is  capable  of  this  meaning 
is  shown  by  the  use  of  similar  words,  that  la. 
verbs  ending  In  "fy”.  To  magnify  does  not  nec¬ 
essarily  mean  that  a  thing  has  realty  come  to 
be  bigger,  but  that  we  have  come  to  regard  it 
as  bigger,  that  is,  it  holds  a  larger  place  In 
our  thoughts  or  minds  or  estimation.  That  ia,  It 
is  not  absolute’y  bigger,  but  that  relatively  it 
holds  a  larger  place  in  our  thinking. 

Moses  said  to  the  peop  e  at  Sinai  “Sanctify 
yourselves  this  day”.  Which  means  that  th«pr 
are  to  regard  themselves  in  a  new  relationship 
to  God.  They  have  come  out  of  and  away  from 
Egypt  with  its  old  life.  They  have  chosen  to 
follow  Moses  and  attach  themselves  by  faith 
and  obedience  to  Jehovah  God.  They  belong  to 
Him  and  are  now  to  hear  His  word  and  make 
j  all  their  p’ans  to  obey  Hit  voice  and  cleave  to 
Him. 

Sanctification  in  this  sense  is  a  wholly  per¬ 
sonal  and  voluntary  matter.  Others  may  urge  It 
upon  them,  exhort  and  persuade,  but  nobody 
can  do  this  for  them.  In  the  New  Testament  we 
have  the  exhortation,  "Sanctify  Christ  as  Lord 
In  your  hearts”.  That  is.  Join  yourselves  to  Him, 
surrender  to  Him,  enthrone  Him  as  king  and  let 
your  attitude  now  and  henceforth  be  that  of 
willing  and  determined  obedience.  The  one  who 
does  this  can  sing  in  truth, “1  am  thine,  O  Lord, 

I  hare  heard  thy  voice''.  Until  this  ia  done  all 
progress  is  stopped  and  all  praying  and  service 
are  futile  No  "peace  offerings"  or  “thank  of¬ 
ferings”  cou'd  be  offered  to  Jehovah  until  the 
sin  offering  had  been  made,  and  then  the 
"whole  burnt  offering”  had  been  offered.  This 
last  was  the  symbol  of  the  personal  dedication 
ot  himself  to  God.  Ourselves  and  then  our  sub¬ 
stance  is  the  order  In  which  we  must  make  of¬ 
ferings  and  render  service  to  God.  Like  the 
Corinthians  we  are  to  give  first  ourselves  to  God 
and  Indicate  it  by  union  with  God's  people  be¬ 
fore  we  can  make  any  further  offerings  to  him 
or  His  work  that  will  be  acceptable.  This  Is 
sanctification  without  which  no  man  can  •.« 
the  Lord.  Heb.  12:14, 


SANCTIFICATION  BY  THE  BLOOD 

In  the  previous  article  the  point  u^as  made 
that  sanctification  was  a  personal  matter,  a 
matter  of  choice,  by  which  the  worshipper  set¬ 
tled  h  s  relationship  and  attitude  to  God,  and 
because'  he  is  now  the  Lord's  he  Is  sanctified 
or  holy.  But  a  study  of  the  doctrine  of  sanctifi¬ 
cation  wl'l  discover  other  elements  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  making  holy  which  cannot  be  left  out 
w  thout  misunderstanding  and  perverting  the 
'  truth.  .The  Bible  represents  that  we  are  sanc¬ 
tified  by  the  blood  of  Jesus. 

To  be  sure  other  things  are  taught  In  con¬ 
nection  with  the  blood,  but  they  do  not  come 
in  the  range  of  this  article,  except  as  they  are 
closely  related  to  the  teaching  about  sanctifi¬ 
cation.  We  are  said  to  be  cleansed  and  redeem¬ 
ed  8nd  reconciled  by  the  blood.  We  are  saved 
by  the  blood.  All  of  these  have  their  places  and 
are  worthy  ot  feperate  study.  But  the  Scripture 
that  we  now  have  In  mind  is  Heb.  10:29,  "Of 
how  much  sorer  punishment  think  ye.  shall  he 
be  judged  worthy,  who  hsth  trodden  uader 
foot  the  Son  of  God,  and  hath  counted  the 
blood  of  the  covenant  wherewith  he  was  sancti¬ 
fied  an  unholy  thing.”  The  point  of  Interest  bare 
Is  that  we  are  said  to  havs  been  sanctified  by 
the  blood  of  Christ 

We  will  uadaraund  this  only  it  we  remem¬ 


ber  that  sanctifies?  on  has  first  of  all  to  do  with 
oar  relationship  to  God.  That  relationship  is 
of  his  ownership  and  our  willing  acknowledge¬ 
ment  of  It  and  acceptance  of  this  status.  Bat 
this  relationship  ia  not  simply  of  our  own  choos¬ 
ing.  it  ia  of  God's  mak-ng.  While  we  are  his  by 
right  of  creation,  the  recognition  sad  value  of  it 
had  been  destroyed  by  sin.  volantary  ain.  We 
were  without  God  In  the  world.  Bach  one  had 
gone  after  hla  ownway.  Something  had  to  be 
done  to  restore  this  relationship.  We  were  apart 
from  Christ,  away  from  God's  control  and  own¬ 
ership  and  uae.  Something  had  to  be  done  to 
restore  this  relationship.  The  Scriptures  tell  us 
that  “God  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world 
unto  himself  not  reckoning  unto  them  their  tree- 
passes".  Again  “It  was  the  good  pleasure  of  God 
through  Christ  to  reconcile  al  things  unto  him¬ 
self,  having  made  peace  through  the  blood  of 
His  cross".  Again  “Knowing  that  ye  were  re¬ 
deemed  not  with  corruptible  things,  with  silver 
or  gold  from  your  vain  manner  of  lift  handed 
down  from  your  fathers;  but  with  precious 
blood,  as  of  a  lamb  without  blemish  and  without 
spot,  even  the  blood  of  Christ".  The  shed  blood 
ot  Christ  procure*  and  reestablishes  ns  In  the 
right  relationship  to  God  and  In  this  sense  la 
the  cause  of  our  sanctification. 

No  man  seeking  or  hoping  tor  sanctification 
has  any  possible  hope  of  succees  apart  from  the 
atonement  of  Jesus  Christ  "He  la  our  peaca, 
who  made  both  one.  and  brake  down  the  middle 
wall  of  partition,  that  he  nrght  reconcile  them 
both  In  one  body  unto  Ood,  through  the  cross, 
hav  ng  s'aln  the  enmity  thereby."  So  in  the 
letter  to  the  Hebrews  we  read  that  we  are  aanc- 
tlflecf  through  the  blood  of  the  covenant,  that 
Is,  we  are  brought  Into  tbla  new  and  holy  rela¬ 
tionship  to  God.  by  the  shed  blood  of  the  Lord 
Jesus.  Christ. 

We  cannot  fall  to  see  the  obligation  to  holy 
living  which  th  s  relationship  Imposes.  To  dis¬ 
regard  the  obligation  Is  to  deslpse  the  Son  of 
God,  to  trample  His  work  under  our  feet  as 
worthless,  to  count  that  unholy  which  la  our 
means  of  this  holy  relation  and  to  do  (Msplte  to 
the  Spirit  of  Grace.  A  holy  life  la  Dot's  thing 
to  be  neg’eeted,  at  II  less  to1  be  scoffed  at.  Th* 
end  and  purpose  of  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  of 
the  wrole  program  of  redemption  Is  “that  wa 
may  be  holy  and  without  blemish  before  Him  In 
love". 


SANCTIFICATION  OF  THE  SPIRIT 

This  phrase  is  used  by  both  Peter  and  Paul, 
IP.  1:2  and  2  Thess.  2:11.  It  la  expressive  of 
the  truth  that  the  sanctification  of  Christians 
the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  1*  by  no  acclden 
or  mistake  that  sanctification  or  holiness  la  In 
the  minds  of  Christians  closely  associated  with 
the  person  and  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Indeed 
the  ordinary  designation  of  the  third  parson 
In  the  trinity  as  the  Holy  8plrlt.  or  8p!r1t  of 
Holiness  Indicates  that  not  only  Christian  peo¬ 
ple  bqt  the  Blb'e  tself  represents  the  Spirit  as 
the  ac4  ve  agent  In  producing  holy  character 
In  God's  people.  He  la  not  called  the  Holy 
Spirit  to  distinguish  him  from  other  sp  rit*  that 
are  not  holy:  Certainly  not  to  differentiate  him 
In  character  from  the  other  persons  In  the 
trinity,  but  to  Indicate  his  activity  and  special 
off  ce  In  producing  holiness  In  others. 

In  the  two  preceding  articles  It  waa  the  pur¬ 
pose  to  show  that  holiness  or  sanctification  Is 
first  of  all  a  new  relationship  to  Ood  Into  which 
*e  are  brought  both  by  our  deliberate  choice, 
and  through  "the  redemption  which  la  la  Christ 
Jesus,  whom  God  set  forth  to  b*  a  prop  1 1st  ion. 
through  faith.  In  his  blood.”  But  sanctification 
does  not  end  In  merely  a  new  relationship  or 
attitude  toward  Ood.  It  begins  there,  but  It  goes 
on  to  a  new  character,  tka  transfiguration 
through  the  renewing  of  our  minds;  the 
of  a  man  righteous  aa  wall  as  declaring  him 
such;  th*  Imparting  to  ua  of  th*  graaa  of  Christ 
as  wall  aa  imputing  it  t*  usi  ty*  Indwelling  Ilf* 
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of  CbrUt  aa  wall  aa  the  substitutionary  death 
of  Christ  It  la  having  Christ  In  aa  the  hope  of 
glory  aa  well  aa  Christ  In  our  stead  the  sacrifice 
and  substitute  for  sin.  We  are  not  only  called 
saints,  but  called  to  be  saints.  “He  chose  us  in 
Him  before  the  foundation  of  the  world  that 
we  should  be  holy  and  without  blemish  be  for 
Him  in  lore"  Unless  we  are  In  sympathy  with 
and  In  line  with  this  eternal  purpose  of  Ood, 
we  may  seriously  question  whether  we  hare  a 
new  relationship  with  Ood.  The  whole  of  the 
sixth  chapter  of  Romans,  a  favorite  with  Bap 
t  sts,  Is  an  appeal  to  a  holy  life,  and  an  assur¬ 
ance  that  the  gospel  makes  provision  for  It 
Indeed  that  Is  the  burden  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment 

Now  In  making  provision  for  It  the  agent 
through  which  It  Is  to  be  accomplished  is  the 
Spirit  of  Ood.  The  lew  of  the  Spirit  of  life  In 
Chr  st  Jesus  makes  us  free  from  the  law  of 
sin  and  death.  The  spirit  lusteth  against  the 
flesh  that  we  may  not  do  the  things  that  we 
would.  In  one  place  Jesus  Is  reported  as  say¬ 
ing  the  Father  Is  more  willing  to  give  the  Holy 
Spirit  than  earthly  parents  are  to  give  to  their 
children  .Another  writer  says  He  Is  more  willing 
to  give  good  things  to  them  that  ask;  as  If 
the  gift  of  the  Spirit  summed  up  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  all  good  things. 

The  attainment  of  a  holy  character  Is  an  Im¬ 
possibility  without  the  work  and  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  He  Is  our  only  hope  of  success  In 
this.  It  s  his  work  and  not  our  own  .  It  Is  Oo« 
that  worketh  In  us  to  will  and  to  do.  The 
Comforter  strengthens  every  right  desire  and 
makes  It  effective.  Through  Him  “we  have  be¬ 
come  partakers  of  the  divine  nature,  having  es¬ 
caped  the  corruption  which  Is  In  the  world 
through  lust."  “If  we  walk  by  the  Spirit  we 
will  not  fulfill  the  lusts  of  the  flesh.” 

Two  mistakes,  very  serious  and  hurtful  In 
their  nature,  are  made  by  so-called  holiness 
people.  One  Is  In  thinking  that,  this  transforma¬ 
tion  of  character  Is  produced  instantaneous'y. 
The  other  Is  In  supposing  that  holiness  Is  a 
mere  state  of  spiritual  exaltation  to  be  sought 
as  a  finality  without  any  purpose  to  benefit 
others.  Now  the  Bible  teaches  that  “He  who  be 
gan  a  good  work  In  us  will  carry  It  on  unt  1  the 
day  of  tbe  Lord  Jesus".  That  our  holiness  Is  not 
final  and  complete  Is  shown  by  the  words  at 
the  close  of  the  book  of  Revelation:  “Let  him 
that'  Is  holy  be  made  holy  still.  Many  deluded 
people  who  claim  to  have  attained  entire  sanc¬ 
tification  have  stopped  all  hope  or  desire  for 
progress,  and  have  stopped  their  ears  against 
any  Instruction  from  the  word  of  Ood.  They  will 
leave  the  house  If  one  tries  to  teach  them  the 
word. 

The  other  mistake  these  people  make  Is  In 
sitting  down  and  holding  their  hands  when  they 
have  received  the  “second  blessing”.  They  do 
not  yoke  up  to  any  great  missionary  or  educa¬ 
tional  task.  They  have  no  mlsonary  plans  of 
their  own  and  will  not  co-operate  with  those 
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atant.  When  does.lt  end?  When  is  it  complete f 
Does  it  ever  end?  Will  a  man  ever  cease  to  know 
more  about  God?  Is  there  any  liallt  to  the  ex- 
pans  on  of  the  soul  or  Its  being  at  the  end  of 
Its  preparation  for  further  and  higher  servloe? 

One  other  passage  of  Scripture.  Paul  says  to 
Timothy,  “AH  Scripture  Is  inspired  of  Ood,  sad 
Is  profitable  for  Instruction,  for  conviction,  for 
restoration  and  for  education  in  righteousness; 
that  the  man  of  God  may  be  complete,  com¬ 
pletely  furn  shed  unto  every  good  work.”  Here 
is  declared  the  purpose  of  the  Bible  as  the  rev¬ 
elation  of  God  and  His  will.  It  is  first  for  In¬ 
struction.  It  must  begin  there.  But  it  does  not 
end  there.  It  goes  on  through  conviction  and 
restoration  -to  ts  final  purpose,  namely,  educa¬ 
tion  in  righteousness.  That  Is  training  and  fit¬ 
ting  people  for  right  doing,  to  do  the  thing,  the 
service  that  ought  to  be  done.  Now  this  Is  the 
sanctification  of  the  believer,  when  hs  Is  pre¬ 
pared  on  all  occas  ons  for  doing  the  thing  that 
ought  to  be  done.- This  Is  the  will  of  God,  even 
your  sanctification.  And  It  must  be  wrought 
through  the  Instrumentality  of  His  truth.  “Sanc¬ 
tify  them  In  the  truth;  thy  word  Is  truth.” 


SANCTIFIED  IN  THE  TRUTH 

If  the  Holy  Spirit  is  the  Agent  In  sanctlfl- 
cat  on  of  believers,  then  the  truth  Is  the  Instru¬ 
ment  in  Its  accomplishment.  Paul  says  In  Ephes- 
iuna  4:24,  “Put  on  the  new  man  that  after 
God  hath  been  created  in  righteousness  and 
holiness  of  truth".  Not  “true  holiness"  as  con¬ 
trasted  with  counterfeit  holiness,  but  "holiness 
of  truth",  that  is,  holiness  that  la  wrought  .n  us 
by  God  s  truth  being  proclaimed  and  received. 
Notice  be  says,  "righteousness  and  holiness  of 
truth”.  Here  holiness  and  righteousness  are 
closely  connected,  showing  that  the  holiness 
here  spoken  of  is  not  simply  a  new  relatlonsh  p 
with  God,  but  a  new  character  which  issues  In 
new  and  righteous  conduct. 

This  same  view  of  holiness  as  being  the  re¬ 
sult  of  truth  revealed  and  appropriated  Is  shown 
by  Paul's  connecting  them  In  2  Thes.  2:12 
"God  chose  you  from  the  beg  nnlng  unto  salva¬ 
tion  In  sanctification  of  the  8plrft  and  belief  of 
the  truth".  Here  sanctification  Is  clearly  of  the 
Spirit,  that  Is  thework  of  the  Spirit,  and  It 
ts  by  means  of  the  truth  the  truth  appropriated 
to  our  own  experience  by  means  of  faith. 

Sanctification  is  not  done  In  any  man  blind¬ 
folded.  It  is  not  done  arbitrarily,  without  the 
i-o  c  ^ration  of  reason  and  the  use  of  our  minds. 
It  Is  not  forced  on  us  by  the  Spirit,  nor  can  It 
he  done  In  us  s  mply  In  answer  to  desire  for 
It  or  prayer  for  It  Independently  of  the  use  of 
God's  word.  It  Is  absolutely  Impossible,  however 
necessary  and  desirable  or  however  much  de¬ 
sired  except  through  Instrumentahl’lty  of  the 
truth  of  Ood.  It  may  not  be  necessary  for  -people 
to  be  cultured  or  educated  In  the  ordinary 
sense  of  the  words,  but  It  Is  necessary  to  know 
the  word  of  Ood  Ignorance  here,  or  failure  to 
study  and  know  and  receive  the  word  of  Ood 
Is  fatal  to  any  hope  of  snnct  flcatlon. 

One  of  the  clearest  and  strongest  passages 
of  Scripture  on  this  subject  Is  found  In  Jesus 
prayer  for  Ills  disciples  as  recorded  In  the  17th 
chapter  of  John  Here  He  prays.  "Sanctify  them 
In  the  truth:  thy  word  Is  truth".  All  that  had

.  *'the  object  of  the  meeting  was  stated  by 
i»r  Provlne  to  be  to  consider  matters  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  welfare  of  the  Institution  and  to  de¬

The  pastors'  nnd  laymen’s  conference  In  the 
discussion  of  Stewardship  or  trusteeship  or  vow¬ 
paying  or  tithing  f call  It  what  you  will)  was 
the  most  Informing  and  Inspiring  meeting  of 
fts  kind1 1  ever  attended.  If  that  sort  of  reltg  ous 
spiritual  emphasis  cou’d  be  put  upon  th#  ques¬ 
tion  throughout  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion.  the  Seventy-Five  Million  Campaign  would 
no  'onger  be  a  source  of  anxiety.  Doubtless  ar¬ 
guments  made,  plans  prepared  and  enthusiasm 
aroused  on  that  one  day  will  mark  an  epoch  In 
the  annals  of  Misslss  ppl  Baptists. 

The  morning  given* to  education  marked  hlgn 
tide  They  Introduced  a  Jnan  by  the  name  of 
Williams  aa  a  plney  woods  preacher.  ‘‘To  be 


entirely  frank  he  did  look  a  little  “plney  woody" 
but  ladles  and  gent’emen  what  a  speech  that 
v  hite  man  did  make!  It  contained  more  good 
hard  sense  to  the  square  m  nute  than  anything 
I  have  heard  in  a  long  time.  Among  other  wise 
things  he  declared  that  the  time  has  fully 
come  when  Baptists  must  decide  whether  la 
their  schools  they  are  going  to  teach  the  Dar¬ 
winian  hypothesis  or  the  Bible  doctrine  of  crea¬ 
tion.  He  was  quite  right  In  emphaa  sing  the 
fact  that  that  time  had  already  come.  No  man 
familiar  with  educational  affairs  In  the  South 
doubts  that  he  was  touching  upon  a  living  Issue 
in  many,  perhaps  practically  all  of  our  larger 
denominational  colleges.  For,  part  cularly  In 
their  departments  of  biology,  sociology  and  pey- 
hcology  our  larger  denominational  schools  are 
facing  right  now  the  practical  question  of 
whether  or  not  they  sha'l  employ  or  continue 
In  service,  pien  who  if  they  do  not  teach  the 
Darwinian  hypothesis  outright  w  nk  at  It  and 
soft  pedal  the  Bible  doctrine  of  creation.  The 
plney  woods  preacher  was  right  when  he  said 
Baptists  ought  to  decide  now  what  they  are 
going  to  do.  If  we  decide  to  succumb  to  Ger¬ 
man  rationalism  let  us  frankly  admit  It.  It  we 
are  going  to  cont  nue  our  historic  stand  for 
the  Word  of  Ood  let  us  boldly  affirm  it  and  In 
all  charity  give  that  affirmation  practloal  value 
In  the  employment  of  out  teachers.  Others  may 
do  ns  they  will  but  as  for  my  single  self  here 
Is  my  hnnd  to  the  piney  woods  preacher.  I  do 
not  discount  the  learning  or  the  piety  of 
these  rational  stlc  brethren,  neither  do  I  deny 
them  the  license  to  eat  Baptist  bread  and  but¬ 
ter  with  one  hand  while  they  Insidiously  un¬ 
dermine  Baptist  faith  with  the  other. 

A'though  they  were  so  busy  that  I  had  not 
the  opportunity  of  coveted  intimate  personal 
touch  with  either  of  them  It  seemed  to  me  from 
what  I  saw  of  their  publ  c  performances  and 
yhat  I  heard  by  way  of  echoes  here  and  there 
among  the  folks  that  In  the  matter  of  Missions 
nnd  Education,  the  Convention  Is  peculiarly 
fortunate  In  being  ab'e  to  command  the  service 
of  such  men  ns  brethren  Nelson  and  Gunter  as 
Secretaries 

That  was  a  beautiful  thing  when  the  Conven¬ 
tion  instructed  the  Board  to  elect  Dr.  Rowe 
Secretary  Emeritus  with  a  small  monthly  f 
pend  as  an  express  on  of  loving  appreciation 
for  long,  distinguished  and  devoted  service.  In 
big  business  such  an  attitude  toward  veteran 
emp’oyes  is  common.  It  ought  not  to  be  uncom 
n;on  in  big  Christian  organizations. 

That  was  a  notable  ocaslon  when  on  Wednes¬ 
day  nearly  one  hundred  pastors  and  fonr 
students  of  the  Southern  Seminary  sat  down  to 
a  luncheon  together.

NO  BEER 

The  antlmedlcal  beer  bill  was  signed 
by  Pre  Ident  Harding  early  today. 

Signature  of  the  bill  on  which  con¬ 
gressional  action  was  completed  last 
Friday  automatically  closed  the  gap 
In  the  nation's  prohibition  laws  reveal-! 
ed  last  March  by  Attorney-General 
Palmer  in  an  opinion  that  there  was! 
nothing  In  the  Volstead  act  to  preclude 
the  prescription  of  beer  as  medicine. j 

Prohibition  advocates  in  congress: 
-oon  after  publication  of  Mr.  Palmer’s! 
ruling  evolvecrihe  bill  which  In  a 
somewhat  changed  form  was  today! 
made  a  law  of  the  land. 


Antopro- 

hibitlontBts.  principally  in  the  senate, 
waged  a  determined  light  with  the 
result  that  final  legislation  action  was 
held  off  for  several  months. 

Treasury  officials,  because  of  the 
pending  legislation,  withheld  isiuance 
of  regulations  making  prescription  of 
beer  possible  until  last  month.  Under 
the  ruling  a  few  brewers  received  per¬ 
mits  to  operate  but  action  generally 
was  withheld. 

The  bill.  In  addition  to  outlawing 
medical  beer,  provides  that  not  more 
than  one-fourth  gallon  of  vinous  liq¬ 
uors  or  vinous  or  splrltous  liquors 
separately  or  in  the  aggregate  con¬ 
taining  more  than  one-half  pint  of 
alcohol,  may  be  prescribed  In  ten  days; 
that  physicians  shall  be  limited  to 
100  prescriptions  for  such  liquor  in 
90  days  unless  extraordinary  reason 
is  presented;  that  importation  of 
spirituous  or  vinous  liquor  Is  prohib¬ 
ited  until  the  amount  on  hand  shall 
not  be  sufficient  to  supply  the  cur¬

If  an  illness  comes  on  suddenly  with 
high  fever,  considerable  prostration, 
and  headache,  a  doctor  is  needed. 
He  Is  also  needed  in  case  of  severe 
headache  or  pain  In  the  abdomen,  es¬ 
pecially  If  these  are  present  ofter  an 
Injury.  All  injuries  of  the  head  and 
abdomen  have  very  serious  possibil¬ 
ities  Croup  is  so  terrifying  that  the 
doctor  is  usually  summoned  at  once 
by  the  frightened  mother.  Severe  sore 
throat  may  be  diptherla,  and  you 
need  the  doctor  at  once.  An  eruption 
with  fever  often  means  a  contagious 
disease.  Some  diseases  which  come 
ou  slowly  should  not  be  neglected.

Appeal. 
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The  antibeer  bill  passed  the  Uni¬ 
ted  States  Senate  on  November  18th, 
by  a  vote  of  6g  to  22,  giving  not  on¬ 
ly  a  majority  but  a  two-thirds  vote 
with  12  to  spare.  It  had  prevlous'y 
passed  the  House.  The  President's 
signature  was  affixed  on  the  23rd. 

A  few  of  the  salient  points  are: 
1.  It  prohibits  prescript  ons  of  beer 
for  medicinal  purposes;  2.  Physi¬ 
cians  are  limited  to  100  prescription^ 
for  vinous  or  splritous  1  quors  in 
8  b  days,  and  no  person  can  receive 
mors  than  one-half  pint  of  alchohol 
w  thin  any  ten  day  period;  I.  No  prt 
rate  realdence  may  be  searched  with¬ 
out  a  search  warrant,  but  offices, 
stores,  vehicles  and  persons  may  be 
searched  without  warrants. 


This  bill  became  effective  imme 
diale  lb'  upon  Its  aprpoval  by  thq 
President.  Neither  the  ruling  of 
Attorney  General  Palmer  two  days 
before  be  retired  from  office  nor  the 
passage  of  this  bjl  affected  Mississ¬ 
ippi  legally,  because  lortunately 
Mississippi  Is  protected  by  state  laws 
more  drastic  than  the  Federal  laws.

In  China,  it  is  said,  the  doctor  It 
paid  only  when  his  patients  are  well 
In  Panama  the  Canal  was  made  pos¬ 
sible  only  by  the  American  doctors 
preventing  disease,  and  not  by  thels 
curing  It.  In  the  United  States  It  Is 
becoming  quite  common  for  people 
to  visit  their  family  physician  from 
time  to  time  for  examination  and  ad 
vice  while  they  are  feeling  well.  If 
they  do  not  go  themselves,  much 
more  often  their  children  are  sent. 
This  Is  a  very  wise  precaution,  for 
often  somethings  slightly  wrong  ma 
easily  be  corrected  which,  If  allowed 
to  run  on,  might  be  beyond  lruman 
power  to  cura.

See  them 
troutlng  and  catch  ng  salmon  for 
the  canneries.
